“They are killed,” went in a hushed 
whisper through the crowd, but shortly 
the remainder of the envelope appeared 
to take, first, a triangular s.aape and 
then was transformed into a sort of par 
achute at the top of the net, and the 
progress of the wrecked balloon was 
considerably arrested.

The association, originally established in the national guard by General 
Nicholas Senn, of Chicago, Ill., has been heartily approved and chartered 
by the United States government, and officers of the regular army and 
navy are now members. Presidents of the United States have frequently 
applauded its purposes and addressed its gatherings. The Secretary of War 
and Secretary of the Navy are active participants in the work. 

The character of the men composing this association may be judged by 
the fact that the applicant must possess, in addition to the civilian prac- 
titioner’s knowledge of medicine and surgery, a professional knowledge of 
military medicine, surgery and hygiene. He must be acquainted with field 
hospital construction and sanitation. Finally, he must be a man of unques- 
tioned loyalty and patriotism.

Improved highways are Money savérs as wel] as time savers. They are 
tributaries to the railroads. Combined, they are the country’s greatest de- 
velopers. Both serve to open up new markets, facilitate the transportation 
of the people and of merchandise and bring the world and its sundered com- 
munities closer together. =.

SAVING TO THE FARMER 


: (From a Circular Newspaper Letter of 


~~ President W. W. Finley, of the 
Southern Railroad.) 

The cost to the farmer of hauling 
his products over poor roads is not 
always appreciated, for the reason that 
it is rare that a farmer pays for hav- 
ing his hauling done, The United 
States department of dgriculture has 
made an investigation of this matter, 
however, and the results show the 
cost for cotton, for instance, to be an 
average rate of 27 cents per ton per 
mile for an average hau! of [1.8 miles. 
That roag improvement would materi; 
ally reduce this cost is ghown by the 
following striking statement in the 
year book of the agricultural-depart- 
ment for |906: 

“If it were possible to increase the 
average weight of a wagon load of 
cotton in the United States from three 
bales, as it'now is, to four bales, with- 
out increasing the cost of hauling tfie 
load, the saving on a crop equal tv 
the one picked in 1905 would amount 
to. two million dollars. and if the 
average load of wheat, now 55 bushels, 
were increased by 20 bushels, the sav 
ing effected in hauling a crop like that 
of 1905 would be more than $8,000,000." 

In addition to what may be termed 
the commercial aspect of good roads, 
they have a highly important social 
aspect as well.

AM ANDFARMER 


SOWING WHEAT, 

The older readers of The Constitu- 
tion will perhaps -recall the fact that 
the editor of this department has never 
contended or advized that every tarm- 
er should grow wheat because wheaten 
bread is a ‘staple article of food on 
every farmer's table. If such reason 
were alone sufficient to justify its cul- 
ture it would apply with only less force 
in favor of every farmer producing a 
home supply of sugar (where possible), 
rice, tebacco and other things that 
are more or less used in every family. 
The correct rule, it seems to me, is to 
plant and cultivate those crops and 
breed those. animals, the profucts of 


_ 


which are used in the largest quantities 
On the farm, and for the productions 
Of which the soil and climate are rea- 
sonably well suited. According to this 
rule every farmer should produce a 
oats, hay, potatoes, 


pork, fowls, fruits and garden vegeta- 


bles, 
other 


beef, milk and butter and some 
things, intendtng to include 
those crops ‘and products for which 
nearly every farm in the south affords 
proper facilities in the way of soils 
and climate. 
It ig well) known

runs uwlong an irregular line trom east 
to west threughout the cotton belt, 
excluding some of the states entirely, 
for instance Fliroda. Mississippi and 
Louisiana—and the larger half of North 
and South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama 
and Texas. This southern limit line 
coincides pretty closely with the line 
joining the heads of stream navigation 
in the main rivers from Virginia to 
MISSissippi, below, of south of which

On many farms, even 
in a section where the conditons are not 
generally favorable, there are soils fair- | 
ly well adapted to tnis cereal. On such 
farms it will be found expedient to grow 
wheat enough for home demand and 
even a Surplus for nearby markets or 
neighburing flouring mills. This ig. espe- 
clally expedient when the farmer has a 
“large and growing family,” all fond of 
bread and biscuit. thus making 
a prominent necessity.

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Use of Aeroplanes in War. 


The chance remark of a serg@ant of artil- 
lery at Fort Myer during the fecent aeroplane 
flights of Orville Wright, the famous aero- 
naut, was the basis for a discussion of one 
of the most important features of the gov- 
ernment's interest in aerial craft for pur- 
poses of war The discussion took place at 
a dinner tendered to Mr. Wright by naval 
officers. Said the sergeant, ‘‘Airships aren't 
any good to launch a shell from because you 
can’t get the ‘centrifugal force’ that is nec- 
essary to hit an object.’’ 

The idea which the noncommissioned offf!- 
cer intended to convey was that the whirling 
motion given a shell by the modern steel 
bore guns could not be accomplished in drop- 
ping an explosive shell from an airship. 

The main facts brought out in the discus- 
sion of the aeroplane as an instrument of 
war were that a imachine such as that of 
the Wright brothers would be practically in- 
vulnerable as a target for the enemy’s;jguns, 
that with a little target practice an explosive 
could. be dropped on @ war vessel with damag- 
ing results and that the aerial war craft 
could be launched from tbe deck of a battle-
